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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 5-9 are withdrawn as being directed to non-elected species. 

Applicant's arguments filed October 17, 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The response submitted by Applicant does not overcome the 
rejection made by Examiner in the last office action. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rahman. 

The rejection is maintained for the reasons as stated in the last Office action and 
for the following reasons: 

Applicant's arguments are based on the step of the process in that the Rahman 
reference does not teach the reaction conducted at 11c£l6CfC under pressure, as in the 
claim. 

Note that the claim discloses: a method of reacting a phenol and an aldehyde 
using oxalic acid catalyst at 1 KJ-16CPC under pressure. 

The reference clearly discloses the use of phenolic compounds reacting with 
formaldehyde at 95-1 10°C, overlapped with these in the claim, under atmospheric 
pressure. 

Applicant argues that the pressure is different based on the use of the term 
"under pressure". 

Note that the term is very broad in that no specific range has been cited. It can 
be very closed to vacuum to atmospheric pressure or higher. 
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Since the reference does disclose a!! the requirements of claim 1 , then the claimed 
product characteristic "having an ortho ratio of 30% or more" could be considered 
inherent in the prior art in the claimed method of producing a phenol novolak resin. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action.
